“Bad Eye”. Morrison, a Kentucky 
miner, is in the Macoupin County Jalil 
in Carlinville, Ill., charged with the 
murder of Sheridan Williams, propri- 
etor of a restaurant in Sawyerville, a 
mining town 12 miles from BEdwards- 
ville. 
Morrison, whose nickname is due to 
the loss of his left eye in’ a previous 
shooting affray, killed Williams after 
quarreling with Williams’ wife in the 
restaurant. He was caught at. Benld 
after a pursuit of more than a mile by 
a volunteer posse of 15 men, armed 
with revolvers, rifles and shotguns. 
The slayer’s flight from Sawyerville 
to Benld was over the McKinley line 
track. Before he reached Benld he was 
in gunshot of the. pursuing posse, and 
when those in the rear threatened to 
fire, he stopped and surrendered. 
Hurried to Jail.

PASSENGER RATE MAY 25 


Beginning May 25 the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas Railroad Co. will charge 
3 cents a mile for passenger transporta- 
tion on its lines in Missouri. 

“This order was sent out Friday aft- 
ernoon to all local agents on our lines 
in this State,’’ Assistant General Pas- 
senger Agent Fenwick said Saturday, 
“the action being taken upon the advice 
of our general counsel, James Hager- 
man.

Want to Vote More Money 
for Approaches. 


TOTAL COST $6,374,000 
Without Railroad Connections 


Structure Could Be Built 
for $3.929,000. 





To determine whether the people are 
willing to vote more bonds for railroad 
approaches, which will bring the totai 
cost of the free bridge to $6,374,000, the 
Tublic Improvements Committee of the 
Council will conduct a public hearing 
on the proposition at 2:30 p. ™. next 
Tliursday. 

Mayor Kreismanr’s message to the 
Municipal Assembiy and the ‘report of 
Boller & Hodge, the engineers, make 1t 
plain that without tlese approaches the 
bridge can be built for $3,929,000, or for a 
sum only $429,000 in excess of that now 
available. 

Councilman Drew suggested that rep- 
resentatives of the Business Men's 
League, the Merchants’ Exchange and 
the Manufacturers’ Association should 
be invited to the hearing to acquaint 
the Council with the wishes of those 
organizations. 

Mayor Kreismann in his message de- 
clared that the $3,500,000 already author- 
ized “is grossly inadequate to carry 
the bridge with all its proposed facili- 
ties to completion,’’ but refrained from 
any recommendation either that the city 
should build railroad approaches of 
that their construction be at the ex- 
pense of the companres using them. 

The Board of Public Improvements, 
at the suggestion of the Mayor, is 
now preparing ordinances authorizing 
contracts for the bridge proper with 
highway approaches. This contract will 
involve $3,929,000. 

No appropriations from. municipal rev- 
enue to cover the discrepancy between 
the amount of Money now on hand and 
that sum are favored by Mayor Kreis- 
mann. 

The bridge that will be built, whether 
with or without railroad approaches, 
will have its eastern terminus at Tenth 
street and Piggott avenue, \East St. 
rLouis, and its western end at Seventh 
and Papin streets, St. Louis. The dis- 
tence between those two points is 9656 
feet. In addition to the approach land- 
ing at Seventh street in St. Louis, the 
present plans include an auxillary ap- 
proach swinging south at Papin street 
and descending to Broadway 100 feet 
south of Hickory street. 

Grades and Widths, 

The grade on the west approach will 

be 3.32 per cent and on the eastern ap- 
proach 1.74 per cent,, with a maximum 
of 4 per cent for a short distance. The 
width of the main approaches will be 
54 feet and that of the auxillary ap- 
proach 28 feet. 
The cost of the bridge is divided by 
the engineers in this way: For the 
main structure, including wagon way 
and railroad deck, $2,106,000; real estate 
for approaches, $720,000; main approach, 
west side, $329,000; secondary approach, 
west side, $74,000; east approach, §$700,- 
000.

The company which sold this tobacco 
to Kermit Roosevelt announced yester- 
day that he had told them that he was 
taking it to Africa to give to the na- 
tives, instead of the small trinkets which 
are usually expected from travelers.

The prohibition movement, however well-mean- 
ing are the majority of its advocates, is based 
upon ignorance of true methods of progress in tem- 


|| Derance and general morality, and. unreasonable 


resentment of conditions that Lave existed in 
Blinded by their zeal to elim- 
inate abuses they resort to extreme measures 
which would destroy all the progress that has 
been made and would bring upon the cities con- 
ditions far worse than have ever existed. More- 
over, these extreme intolerant measures violate 
the fundamental principles of liberty and good 
government and endanger the development of 
the highest’ form of civilization. They open 
the door to a host of laws destructive of the 
finest fruits of human progress. 

The greatest interest at stake is not the inter- 
est of. those engaged in the manufacture of 
beer, wine or liquor, but the general interest of 
all the people. The worst results are’ not those 
suffered by the makers and dedlers in alcoholic 
beverages whose business for a time is dislocated 
and whose property is destroyed, but those. suf- 
fered by the commonwealth of incerests affected 
by unwise legislation. 

The prohibition question should never be treat- 
ed as a political issue. It ought not to be per- 
mitted to become an emergency: measure to be 
threshed out in heat and haste before a Legisla- 
ture. It ought not to be allowed to fali into the 
slime of gutter politics. The campaign should be 
conducted by men of ‘ight and leading, who rep- 
resent the general popular interests. It should be 
conducted among the people, not the politicians. 
It should be a campaign of publicity, reason, con- 
struction. A prograr: of progressive regulation 
should be offered in place of reactionary destruc- 
tion. 

The issue of prohibition should not be regarded 
as one of a special interest against an intolerant 
faction, but of all the people against the abuses 
of the special interest and the fanaticism of the 
faction. The preservation of liberty and order 
and the promotion of moral, social and materia] 
progress against vice on the one wand and intol- 
erance on the other is the real object to be gained.

It igs bad enough to keep 
the stock penned up in a car for 28 hours without 
food, rest or water, and then to-haul them on the 
head end of a heavy freight train through the tun- 
nel, and~ because a poor little lamb is almost tow 
weak to walk, to pick it up by one foot and toss 
it 10 or 15 feet into a pen.

Eads Bridge Proposition. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ~* - 

I fully approve the suggestion of Mr. P. M. Han- 
son relative to the free bridge. First, the Eads 
Bridge is the ideal location, @' compromise on which 
the citizens of both North atid’South St. Louis could 
umte. Second, the total costto the People can be 
quickly and definitely deterrhined—something appar- 
ently not possible in the é6fAkstruction’ of improve- 
ments of a public character,as evidenced by our 
experience in building the new City Hall, which was 
estimated at the outset to cost about §1,100,000, but 
which exceeded $2,000,000 before it was finished. Third, 
during the construction of a new bridge (which may 
be anywhere from three to five years) the people will 
pay heavily for interest on the bonds $120,000 per 
year or thereabouts; meanwhile continuing to pay 
toll charges on the Eads Bridge. If the latter be- 
comes the property of the people we get the benefit 
of a free bridge from the day the city takes pos- 
session, so that the people would not only secure 
a much more desirable location, but would save the 
tolls that would be paid out. during the time the new 
bridge is building. Some objection hag been raised 
to the Eads Bridge on account of the alleged exces- 
sive cost of maintenance. Whether or not this has 
any foundation in fact I do not know, but I think 
the superior location of the Eads Bridge justifies 
us in brushing aside any such objection. I .do not 
favor the free use of the new bridge, or the old 
bridge if we buy it, by the railroads. As private 
enterprises conducted for profit, I think a ‘charge 
should be made against railroads and car lines ts- 
ing the bridge that would at least help to meet the 
cost of maintenance.
